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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  of  the 
Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association  and  Home  for  Destitute 
Children  is  hereby  presented. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  earnest,  faithful  work.  We  have 
had  some  discouragements,  but  we  have  also  had  many  blessings. 
That  our  building  is  not  yet  completed  is  one  of  the  discourage- 
ments ;  in  fact,  it  is  the  foundation  of  all  the  rest,  for  had  we  the 
room  and  the  conveniences  which  were  planned  for  us  in  the 
wing,  then  the  most  annoying  of  our  perplexities  and  embarrass- 
ments would  be  removed.  But  that  wing  stands  upon  an  ever-re- 
ceding horizon  ;  it  is  to  us  a  mirage  tantalizing  our  hopes.  As  yet, 
it  may  only  be  found  in  the  plans  of  the  architect  and  in  the  wood- 
cut that  adorns  our  Manual  and  is  supposed  to  represent  our 
building,  which  it  does  not,  nor  ever  has.  We  have  never  had  so 
large  and  beautiful  a  building  as  that  on  the  cover  of  the  Manual. 
It  was  placed  there  in  some  happy,  hopeful  moment,  when  we 
believed  that  our  building  was  soon  to  be  finished.  The  money 
which  was  to  effect  this  has  not  as  yet,  however,  been  raised,  and 
we  have  the  picture,  but  not  that  which  it  represents  ;  the  shadow, 
but  not  the  substance. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  many  applications  for  the 
admission  of  children  in  the  Home  ;  most  of  these  we  have  been 
obliged  to  refuse  for  want  of  room.  Only  the  most  needy  applicants 
have  been  accepted.  To  accommodate  even  these  the  managers  have 
given  up  rooms  which  were  really  needed  for  other  purposes.  The 
regular  Committee  Room  has  been  used  as  a  quarantine  for  newly 
admitted  children,  and  the  Board  meetings  have,  in  consequence, 
been  held  in  the  small  and  over-crowded  parlor.  The  sewing-room 
has  been  devoted  to  the  overflow  of  the  Nursery,  and  the  patient  and 
faithful  head  of  that  department,  Miss  McKelvy,  has  been  obliged 
to  retreat  to  the  upper  dining-room  with  her  sewing,  sharing  with 
others  even  that  inconvenient  quarter,  when  required  on  an  emer- 
gency to  do  so. 

We  have  seen  the  heavy  flagging  on  the  sidewalk  raised  by  the 
spreading  roots  of  a  tree  to  gain  the  room  required  for  its   growth. 
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We  had  hoped  that  our  work  might  also  be  able  to  lift  the  weight 
that  so  contracts  its  growth.  But  the  strong  forces  in  the  natural 
world  have  accomplished  that  which  we  in  our  realm  have  not  been 
able  to  do. 

We  have  entered  annually  in  our  reports  into  a  detailed  account 
of  our  work.  This  may  be  tedious  to  those  already  familiar  with  it, 
but  there  are  many  even  of  those  whose  names  are  on  our  list  of 
subscribers,  and  who  work  with  us  at  our  Fairs,  who  do  not  know 
the  extent  of  the  work,  and  therefore  cannot  realize  the  need  of 
funds  to  carry  it  on.  Some  of  these  have  been  known  to  say  : 
44  We  have  given  to  this  charity,  or  to  that,  and  we  will  do  the  same 
for  you."  But,  giving  in  proportion,  would  double  the  amount  for 
this  cause,  as  not  only  is  one  building  to  be  supported,  as  is  the 
case  with  other  city  charities,  but  the  five  schools  in  various  parts  of 
Brooklyn  require  maintenance  as  well.  We  plead  this  as  our  excuse 
for  the  details  which  we  here  present,  and  ask  your  patience  and 
forbearance  as  we  review  the  work  of  the  year. 

THE  HOME. 

The  work  of  our  Board,  as  stated  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  is  to 
"  establish  and  support  Industrial  Schools  and  to  maintain  a  Home 
for  Destitute  Children  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn."  That  implied  less 
thirty-two  years  ago  than  it  does  to-day.  Brooklyn  has  outgrown 
the  boundaries  of  1854. 

The  early  reports  speak  of  twenty-eight  children  in  the  Home. 
There  are  at  present  nearly  two  hundred  and  fifty  under  this  roof. 
Nearly  two  hundred  children  have  been  admitted  since  last  April. 

The  children  placed  here  by  the  Commissioners  of  Charity  are 
known  as  County  Wards.  There  is  no  distinction  made  between 
these  and  other  children  in  the  care  given  to  them,  but  they  are  not 
wholly  under  the  control  of  the  Managers,  for  the  Commissioners 
reserve  the  right  to  find  places  for  them  whenever  they  have  an 
opportunity  to  do  so. 

Parents  who  wish  to  board  their  children  here  so  that  they  them- 
selves may  go  out  to  work,  pay  at  the  rate  of  $4  per  month,  or  $5 
in  the  Nursery. 

If,  upon  investigation,  it  is  found  that  parents  cannot  afford  to 
pay  whole,  or  even  partial  board,  then  the  children  are  taken  on 
charity.  It  often  happens  that  parents,  owing  to  sickness  or  other 
troubles,  need  temporary  assistance  to  bridge  over  a  season  of 
distress  ;  then  the  little  ones  are  taken  here   until  the  parents  can 
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again  provide  for  them  ;  an  act  which  has  its  parallel,  we  often 
think,  in  the  city  railroads  when  assistance  is.  given  in  an  uphill- 
grade,  to  be  discontinued  when  the  level  is  regained  and  the  load 
can  be  drawn  without  extra  help.  We  do  the  same  for  those  poor 
parents  ;  we  are  their  help  in  an  uphill  grade. 

The  majority  of  the  children  in  the  Home  have  parents  who  go 
out  daily  to  work.  It  is  a  great  relief  to  these  to  feel  that  their  little 
ones  are  neither  running  about  the  streets,  nor  are  under  the  question- 
able influences  of  their  neighbors  in  tenement  houses.  These  parents 
express  much  gratitude  for  this  provision  made  for  the  protection  of 
their  children.  That  so  many  are  sent  here  on  the  recommendation 
and  by  the  advice  of  those  having  children  here  themselves,  shows 
that  they  appreciate  the  advantages  of  this  Home.  Thus  through 
various  channels  children  have  come  here  until  every  place  is  filled, 
and  it  is  only  when  a  vacancy  is  made,  by  returning  a  child  to  its 
friends,  that  another  can  be  received. 

It  will  readily  be  seen  that  I4  per  month,  or  $5  in  the  Nursery, 
does  not  cover  the  expense  of  a  child's  support  in  the  items  of  food, 
clothing,  schooling  and  care  in  sickness.  Many  children  are  taken 
on  even  a  less  sum,  while  others  are  wholly  on  charity.  The  outlay 
necessary  to  support  all  these  comfortably  makes  a  heavy  bill  of  ex- 
pense, as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  our  Treasurer,  but  we  believe 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  spend  funds  more  carefully,  economi- 
cally and  judiciously  than  these  have  been  expended. 

The  good  behavior  of  the  children  during  the  past  year  has  been 
highly  commended  by  the  Matron.  They  have  been  under  good  in- 
fluence, unusually  good  influence,  and  have  shown  a  disposition  to 
try  and  do  right.  As  the  lowly  little  wild  flowers  which  you  may 
find  just  at  this  season,  coming  up  in  the  grass,  look  bright  at  the  call 
of  the  sunshine,  so  these  little  ones,  at  the  appeal  to  their  better 
nature,  look  up  cheerfully  to  their  instructors  and  try  in  their  humble 
way  to  do  their  very  best.  It  is  not  very  much,  of  course,  that  they 
can  do,  but  it  is  all  that  we  can  reasonably  look  for.  Neither  from 
the  little  wild  flowers,  nor  from  our  little  ones  can  we  expect  much 
that  is  great  or  showy.  We  do  not  cultivate  that  which  might 
tend  to  make  them  conspicuous  in  the  world,  but  that  which  will 
make  them  gentle  and  good — violet  virtues  of  humble  sweetness  and 
the  fragrance  of  good  deeds. 

On  April  1st  of  this  year  there  were  seventy  children  in  the  Home 
for  whom  their  parents  paid  full  board.  At  the  same  date  there 
were  seventy-three  taken  entirely  on  charity.     This  does  not  include 
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the  county  wards,   nor  those  children  for  whom    partial    board    is 
paid  by  their  parents. 

When  children  are  taken  wholly  on  charity,  we  have  learned  from 
experience  that  the  benefits  provided  for  them  are  not  nearly  so 
highly  appreciated  as  by  those  who  pay  a  certain  proportion  of  their 
earnings  for  their  children's  board.  Some  parents  are  willing  to 
sacrifice  almost  anything  for  the  good  of  their  children,  while  others 
appear  well  dressed,  as  if  they  spent  time  and  money  upon  their 
own  appearance,  and  yet  they  plead  poverty  when  called  upon  to 
provide  for  their  children.  It  is  these  who  are  the  first  to  find  fault 
when  told  that  we  cannot  keep  their  children  longer  on  charity.  A 
young,  healthy,  and  rather  fine-looking  man  placed  three  children 
in  the  Home  with  a  constantly  deferred  promise  to  pay  their  board. 
When  in  course  of  time  he  owed  the  Home  over  a  hundred  dollars 
and  was  told  that  the  managers  could  not  afford  to  give  more  charity 
than  that  to  a  family  having  a  father  apparently  able  to  work  for 
them,  he  became  very  indignant  and  tried  to  create  an  impression 
that  he  was  unkindly  treated  in  being  obliged  either  to  pay  for  his 
children,  or  take  them  away. 

A  woman,  also,  for  whom  the  ladies  felt  sympathy,  was  constantly 
begging  to  have  the  payment  deferred,  and  she  trespassed  so  far 
upon  their  kindness  as  to  allow  the  unpaid  board  bill  of  her  children 
to  amount  to  two  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars.  Then,  when  told 
that  the  Board  must  divide  the  charity  and  could  not  give  thus  much 
to  one  family,  she  assumed  the  air  of  a  much  injured  person,  show- 
ing no  gratitude  for  what  had  been  given  her  and  only  anger  that  it 
was  withheld.  Yet  this  woman  was  very  dressy,  young,  strong,  and 
apparently  able  to  work.  It  was  only  in  pity  for  the  children  that 
they  had  been  kept  so  as  to  be  away  from  her  bad  influence. 

We  instance  these  cases,  because  parents  do  not  always  state  cor- 
rectly why  they  are  obliged  to  take  away  their  children  when  it  is 
inconvenient  for  them  to  do  so,  and  they  sometimes  account  for  it  by 
explanations  which  are  neither  true,  nor  just  to  the  managers. 

HEALTH  OF  THE  CHILDREN. 

In  sickness  the  children  have  the  attendance  of  two  among  the 
best  of  our  city  physicians,  Dr.  W.  H.  B.  Pratt,  94  Sixth  avenue,  and 
Dr.  B.  F.  Edson,  83  St.  Mark's  avenue.  The  care  and  the  skill  of 
these  two  eminent  physicians  are  given  as  freely  to  these  poor  chil- 
dren as  to  those  of  the  wealthiest  parents  in  Brooklyn.  The  mana- 
gers, as  well  as  the  parents  of  the  children,  feel  that  they  are  under 
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obligations  to  Drs.  Pratt  and  Edson  for  many  faithful  years  of 
gratuitous  service,  and  desire  here  to  offer  their  thanks  to  these 
kind  physicians  for  the  professional  skill  exercised  so  freely  in  be- 
half of  the  children.  Three  deaths  have  occurred  in  the  course  of 
the  year;  two  of  these  were  always  delicate  children.  One  of  those 
who  died  was  placed  here  by  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Children  ;  both  its  parents  were  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum. 
Pneumonia  in  the  winter  and  scarlet  fever  in  the  Spring  caused  our 
excellent  hospital  nurse,  Mrs.  Kernan,  much  work  and  the  managers 
much  anxiety,  but  only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  proved  fatal.  Mrs. 
Kernan  has  shown  herself  untiring  and  faithful  during  the  weeks  in 
which  she  was  confined  to  the  care  of  the  sick. 

FOOD. 

The  children  in  the  Home  are  kept  on  plain  but  well  cooked  and 
healthful  food.  We  could  not  afford  to  purchase  other  and  more 
expensive  food,  even  if  desired.  The  children  have  as  much  as  they 
want,  and  their  looks  indicate  that  they  are  well  fed  and  healthy. 
Their  breakfast  consists  of  either  bread  and  milk,  hominy,  oatmeal 
or  farina  ;  a  strictly  farinaceous  diet.  For  dinner  they  have  either 
beef-  or  mutton-soup,  stew,  sometimes  roast  beef,  sometimes  roast 
mutton.  They  have  some  one  vegetable,  usually  potatoes  ;  oc- 
casionally they  have  cabbage,  turnips  and  tomatoes.  At  times 
they  have  stewed  prunes  or  apples  for  supper.  In  summer  their 
dinner  often  consists  of  rice  and  milk.  They  have  berries  and 
other  fruits  once  in  their  season.  Their  Sunday  supper  is  varied 
by  having  "  Cambric  tea,"  bread  and  butter,  and  gingerbread.  If 
children  consider  this  menu  too  simple  for  them,  they  are  certainly 
not  subjects  for  this  charity.  It  has  been  remarked  by  the  care-tak- 
ers and  nurses  that  these  children  being  accustomed  to  take  their 
meals  irregularly  and  to  select  unwholesome  food,  such  as  cheap 
pies,  cake  and  low-priced  candies,  have  often  variable  appetites  on 
first  entering  the  Home,  their  digestive  organs  being  weakened. 

The  parents,  on  what  is  touchingly  called  "  Mothers'  Day  "  (that 
is,  visiting  day),  often  bring  most  undesirable  food,  and  yet  no  argu- 
ments can  convince  them  that  it  is  not  good  for  the  children.  A 
poor  woman  has  been  seen  to  decoy  her  little  child  apart  from  the 
rest  in  order  to  stuff  it  unmolested  with  a  whole  pie — a  triumph  of 
mother  love  over  common  sense,  which  it  requires  constant  vigil- 
ance to  prevent. 

We  cannot  close  this  allusion  to  "  Mothers'  Day  "  without,  in  pass- 
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ing,  referring  to  the  touching  generosity  the  children  show  in  shar- 
ing their  gifts  with  each  other.  They  are  often  seen  dividing  a 
morsel  of  candy  or  a  small  orange  with  the  appearance  of  enjoying 
the  act  of  generosity  quite  as  much  as  they  would  in  eating  the  ar- 
ticles which  they  offer.  To  some  friendless  ones  there  is  no 
"  Mothers'  Day,"  and  we  have  seen  sensitive  little  girls  quick  to  re- 
cognize this,  and  with  instinctive  sympathy  to  share  their  small  gifts 
with  such. 

Not  that  they  are  all  thus  generous — but  then  all  the  blossoms  in  a 
cluster  do  not  bear  fruit,  and  we  cannot  expect  higher  results  than 
nature  effects  on  her  grand  scale. 

THE  NURSERY. 

Children  are  received  in  the  Nursery  at  the  age  of  two  years  or 
older.  Four  is  the  age  at  which  they  are  supposed  to  graduate,  and 
take  their  places  in  the  primary  department  of  the  school.  This  is 
by  no  means  an  iron  rule,  however,  for  they  like  the  warm  quarters 
and  bright,  sunny  play-room  of  the  Nursery,  and  there  are  some 
little  ones  of  five  or  six  years  of  age  still  there;  they  attend  school 
and  come  back  at  night  to  the  Nursery. 

This  apartment  became  overcrowded  during  the  winter,  and  in 
their  anxiety  for  the  health  of  the  inmates  the  Managers  gave  up  the 
sewing  room  to  be  used  as  an  additional  dormitory  for  the  Nursery 
children.  Of  course,  this  caused  great  inconvenience  to  other  de- 
partments, but  we  submit  to  this  for  the  sake  of  the  little  ones,  hop- 
ing meantime  that  our  patience  and  the  fidelity  of  our  employees 
may  be  rewarded  in  the  building  up  of  that  much-needed  wing. 

There  are,  at  time  of  writing,  fifty-four  children  in  the  Nursery. 
There  was  no  epidemic  among  them  during  the  winter.  In  the 
Spring  scarlet  fever  appeared.  The  disease  was  not  of  a  malignant 
type,  and  we  are  led  to  believe  that  there  will  be  no  ill  effects  left  by 
the  disease. 

Many  generous  friends  have  sent  the  children  little  garments, 
toys,  pictures  to  adorn  the  walls,  cribs  and  cradles  and  many 
other  evidences  of  interest  in  them.  We  are  sure  they  ap- 
preciate these,  and  we  here  thank  all  these  kind  friends  in  their 
name,  and  invite  visitors  to  come  and  judge  for  themselves  of  the 
care  given  by  the  Committee  who  have  this  department  in  charge. 

Happy  mothers,  who  can  keep  your  children  in  your  own  homes, 
these  little  ones,  less  favored  of  fortune,  are  not  like  the  gay,  blithe 
canaries  that  sing  in  their  golden  cages,  as  yours  do  in  your  pretty 
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nurseries  ;  everything  in  this  nursery  is  plain  and  simple,  as  it 
ought  to  be,  but  it  is  as  neat  as  any  nursery  in  a  luxurious  home,  and 
these  little  ones  in  their  plain  brown  dresses  and  clean  bibs  are  like 
the  wee  sparrows  in  their  russet  feathers,  chirping  and  twittering 
with  no  care  for  the  morrow.  But  our  Heavenly  Father  careth  for 
them,  for  they  are  of  more  value  than  many  sparrows.  He  cares 
for  them  through  human  agency — the  agency  of  you,  friends,  through 
your  contributions  to  this  work. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS. 

The  six  Industrial  Schools  supported  by  this  Association  form 
what  is  known  as  the  Brooklyn  Industrial  School  Association. 

The  children  are  supplied  with  an  entire  new  suit  of  clothing, 
including  shoes  and  stockings,  once  a  year.  This  outfit,  with  sup- 
plementary additions  as  required,  is  one  of  the  inducements  to  con- 
stant attendance.  One  meal  is  given  in  the  middle  of  the  day  ;  this,, 
perhaps  even  more  than  the  clothing,  reconciles  the  children  to  the 
hours  of  study  which  earns  for  them  the  food. 

At  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  School  Committees  do 
not  permit  the  attendance  of  such  as  can  go  to  the  public  school, 
the  benefit  of  these  schools  being  confined  to  those  who  are  too 
poor  to  take  advantage  of  the  ordinary  provision  made  by  the  city. 
The  need  of  food  and  clothing  is  the  test  applied  ;  if  the  parents 
can  supply  thus  much,  then  the  children  must  not  take  a  place  in 
the  Industrial  School.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  need  of  food,  for 
if  only  clothing  is  required  to  fit  them  for  the  public  school  that  can 
be  provided  by  the  managers. 

If  one  visiting  the  school  should  judge  from  the  neat  appearance 
of  the  children  that  this  test  is  not  strictly  enforced  as  to  clothing, 
we  would  remind  such  that  a  great  amount  of  clothing  is  supplied 
by  the  ladies  on  the  school  committees  from  the  outgrown  garments 
of  their  own  children. 

(Perhaps  we  ought  to  admit,  in  parenthesis,  that  it  is  not  always 
necessary  to  account  for  extreme  neatness  among  the  children.) 

It  is  a  marked  characteristic  that  where  the  Scandinavian  element 
prevails  the  clothes  given  are  kept  clean,   and  are    carefully  pre- 
served ;  so  that  where  Swedes,  Danes  and  Norwegians  predominate 
in  number  the  school  is  clean  and  neat  at  a  smaller  cost  and  outlay 
than  where  the  school  is  formed  of  children  of  other  nationalities. 

We  cannot  forbear  here  to  call  attention  to  the  amount  of  labor 
required  to  clothe  the  children  in  these  schools.       It  surely  cannot 
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be  doubted  that  the  writer,  who  has  for  nineteen  years  present- 
ed to  the  public  the  work  of  the  managers,  has  had  as  much 
knowledge  of  what  is  being  done  as  any  other  person  who  is 
not  on  these  school  committees,  and  yet  the  labor  was  only  fully 
realized  upon  being  accidentally  present  on  an  occasion  when  the 
clothing  was  being  tried  on,  preparatory  for  the  Fair.  It  should  be 
"borne  in  mind  that  every  article  of  clothing  is  cut  out,  fitted  to  the 
individual  wearer,  made  up,  tried  on,  and  then  labeled  with  the  name 
of  the  future  owner  and  laid  aside  until  required  ;  that  this  work  has 
been  done  by  some  of  the  older  managers  on  these  committees  year  after 
year  since  the  successive  organization  of  the  schools — and  School  No. 
1  dates  from  1854.  This  work  has  been  done,  not  for  any  earthly 
reward,  but  through  Christian  love,  and  for  the  uplifting  of 
the  very  poorest  children  in  Brooklyn.  They  find  scholars  in 
the  narrow  and  dirty  streets  leading  around  about  the  Navy  Yard, 
among  the  gas  houses  and  factories  of  Fourth  street,  among  the  sail- 
ors and  workmen  near  the  Erie  Basin,  among  the  furnaces  and  fac- 
tories north  of  Flushing  avenue,  and  among  the  suburbs  and  shan- 
ties of  Jackson  Hollow.  These  Christian  women  are  not  noticeable  in 
the  garb  of  Sisters  of  Charity,  yet  their  work  is  just  the  same;  for  they 
gather  in  the  children  of  the  poorest  and  the  lowliest  in  the  name 
of  Him  who  said,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of 
these  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

As  you  may  infer,  the  environment  of  these  children  has  not  been 
such  as  to  give  them  clear  views  of  their  duty  to  God  or  to  man. 
But  we  have  seen  gardeners  take  what  we  call  common  flowers — 
lilacs,  lilies  of  the  valley,  or  daffodils,  and  under  glass  they  have 
bloomed  in  midwinter,  beautiful  even  among  the  rarest  plants  ;  and 
why  may  not  the  influence  of  warm,  Christian  love  cause  the  little 
wayside  plants  of  ours  to  bloom  into  the  beauty  of  those  who  have 
reached  even  rare  Christian  attainments  ? 

The  managers  on  these  school  committees  labor  and  pray  for  this. 

SCHOOL  No.  1. 
Concord  Street,  opposite  junction  of  Prince  Street. 

In  last  year's  report  we  stated  that  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
school  building  here  $3,500  had  been  given  from  the  Marquand  estate 
by  Mr.  Alanson  Trask,  and  that  an  equal  sum  had  been  raised  by 
some  of  the  managers. 

With  this  money  a  substantial  brick  school  building  was  erected. 
Possession  was  given  last  autumn,  and  the  children  began  their  studies 
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in  the  only  school  room  of  the  outside  schools  which  is  the  property 
of  the  Association.  The  Committee  of  No.  1  is  very  happy  in  the 
pleasant  accommodations  thus  afforded.  The  large  school  room  oc- 
cupies the  entire  floor  of  the  first  story.  There  is  a  committee  room 
and  matron's  rooms  above,  and  below,  a  pleasant  kitchen  and  long 
dining  room.  The  play  ground  is  divided  so  that  the  boys  and  girls 
are  entirely  separated,  except  when  in  school.  The  building  is  all 
that  could  be  desired,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  know  that  it  is  free  of 
debt. 

One  among  the  first  managers  on  this  school  committee  has  given 
us  the  following  incident  in  connection  with  this  work.  When 
School  No.  1  was  opened  the  ladies  were  informed  that  a  family  was 
living  near,  in  a  stable,  in  great  destitution.  They  rescued  the  moth- 
er and  her  five  children  from  this  miserable  abode,  and  the  boys 
were  the  first,  or  among  the  first  scholars  in  this  school.  They  were 
so  wild  and  rude  that  they  crept  under  the  benches  to  escape  from 
the  room,  and  coercion  was  required  to  confine  them  to  their  places. 
Patience  and  kindness  had  their  reward  ;  the  rough  boys  became 
tractable  and  began  in  time  to  like  the  school,  which  they  regularly 
attended  until  they  were  old  enough  to  go  out  to  work. 

Not  long  since  a  nicely  dressed  young  man  met  this  manager  in 
the  street,  calling  her  by  name,  and  expressing  his  gratitude  for  what 
she  had  done  for  him  in  the  past.  It  was  some  time  before  she  could 
recognize  in  this  young  man,  one  of  the  poor  boys  rescued  from  the 
poverty  of  the  home  in  the  stable.  He  stated  that  not  only  was  he 
himself  doing  well,  but  that  the  children  were  supporting  their  mother. 
"  She  is  living  like  a  lady  now,"  he  remarked,  "  she  worked  so  hard 
for  us  when  we  could  not  work  for  ourselves,  that  now  we  all  work 
for  her." 

SCHOOL  No.  2. 
No.  io  Fourth  Street,  South  Brooklyn. 

Seeing  the  improvement  in  the  appearance  and  conduct  of  the 
children  in  their  pleasant  surroundings  in  School  No.  i,  the  ladies 
on  the  committee  of  School  No.  2  are  very  desirous  for  similar  ac- 
commodations. They  at  present  labor  under  great  disadvantages. 
Although  the  building  hired  for  this  school  has  a  good  sized  school 
room,  yet  the  dining  room  is  dark,  damp  and  low,  and  there  is  a 
very  small  and  inconvenient  playground. 

The  children  are  very  poor  in  this  locality  and  it  is  a  good  field 
for  mission  work.  If  a  building  similar  to  that  occupied  by  School 
No.  1  could  be  erected  here,  it  would   be  a  great  advantage   to  the 
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Protestant  poor  who  come  from  a  great  distance,  some  even  from  the 
neighborhood  of  Greenwood  Cemetery  to  attend  this  school. 

SCHOOL  No.  3 

is  in  the  Home  building,  and  consists  of  the  children  in  the  Home 
who  are  old  enough  to  attend.  None  others  are  admitted,  although 
when  the  school  was  first  opened  it  was  with  the  idea  of  gathering 
the  poor  children  in  the  neighborhood. 

There  are  about  two  hundred  children  taught  here.  There  are 
four  teachers  ;  two  of  these  are  graduates  of  the  school. 

So  far  as  it  can  be  done,  this  school  is  governed  in  the  same  way 
as  those  under  the  Board  of  Education. 

As  to  the  industry  of  the  children,  we  are  pleased  to  state  that 
fifty  quilts  have  been  pieced  and  quilted  by  the  little  girls  during  the 
past  year. 

The  managers  are  hoping  to  introduce  in  ail  the  schools,  but  par- 
ticularly in  this  school,  some  industrial  work  the  practice  of  which 
may  be  the  means  of  affording  a  livelihood  in  after  years.  No  plans 
have  as  yet  been  perfected,  so  that  anything  more  than  a  mere  allu- 
sion to   this  may  be  premature. 

The  ladies  have  regretted  that  at  the  children's  industrial  exhi- 
bition in  New  York  there  were  no  samples  of  the  girls'  sewing  for- 
warded. Some  of  the  little  ones  handle  the  needle  very  skillfully, 
and  specimens  of  their  ability  to  mend  and  darn  would  bear  compari- 
son with  that  of  most  experienced  needlewomen.  If  another  oppor- 
tunity offers,  the  managers  hope  to  be  able  to  show  that  the  in- 
dustrial training  of  the  children  and  the  development  of  manual 
skill  has  been  by  no  means  neglected. 

SCHOOL  No.  4. 

416    Van  Brunt  Street. 

Although  numbered  in  order  as  School  No.  4,  yet  this  is  the  latest 
and  youngest  of  the  six  schools.  What  was  formerly  School  No.  4, 
in  a  different  section  of  the  city,  was  disbanded  some  years  ago  for 
want  of  a  suitable  building.  In  looking  for  an  advantageous  place, 
various  localities  were  visited,  and  this  one  was  selected  in  view  of 
some  advantages  it  was  thought  to  possess. 

The  energetic  chairman  of  this  school  committee  says:  "  Our  faith- 
ful teachers'  work  is  supplemented  by  that  of  our  excellent  Matron, 
who  feels  equally  interested."  The  Chairman  also  speaks  of  a  small 
organ,  to  the  purchase  of  which  the  children  were  glad  to  contribute 
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their  mite.  The  school  is  prosperous  beyond  the  expectation  of  the 
committee,  and  the  children  who  attend  are  bright,  intelligent  and 
anxious  to  improve. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  have  no  playground  whatever,  and 
are  obliged  to  amuse  themselves  during  recess  in  the  street,  where 
their  pugilistic  propensities  are  fully  developed  by  the  antagonism  of 
the  ragged  and  dirty  children  of  the  neighborhood,  who  despise  edu- 
cation at  all  times,  particularly  when  it  assumes  the  guise  of  what 
they  call  "  soup  schools." 

SCHOOL  No.  5. 

Thro  op  Avenue,  near  Ellery  St 

This  school  being  carried  on  in  the  building  of  the  Throop  Avenue 
Mission,  has  the  advantage  of  a  fine  large  school-room.  It  is  in 
charge  of  a  well-organized  committee,  and  the  ladies  are  active  and 
untiring  in  their  efforts  to  do  good.  They  have  met  with  great  suc- 
cess, and  already  are  beginning  to  see  the  fruit  of  their  labor.  A 
bright  and  promising  boy  from  this  school  was  transferred  to  Mr. 
Moody's  school  at  Northfield,  where  he  attracted  the  attention  of  a 
wealthy  gentleman  who  has  promised  to  give  him  a  college  educa- 
tion. They  have  seen  some  of  their  scholars  grown  up  to  become 
useful  citizens  and  members  of  churches  in  the  vicinity. 

SCHOOL   No.  6. 
127  Franklin   Avenue. 

This  school  has  long  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  having  a 
very  ill-arranged  and  inconvenient  school  building.  The  commit- 
tee had  no  opportunity  for  hiring  a  more  suitable  place,  and  as  the 
school  increased  in  number,  of  course  it  increased  in  discomfort,  for 
the  children  crowded  each  other  and  became  restless  and  inatten- 
tive. The  ladies  on  the  committee  who  were  interested  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  school,  were  most  peculiarly  tried,  but  a  kind  Providence 
opened  the  way  before  them,  and  they  have  now  a  prospect  (that 
which  all  the  schools  most  earnestly  crave)  of  owning  a  school  build- 
ing. Of  course,  it  will  not,  just  yet,  be  a  large  and  roomy  brick 
building,  but  it  can  be  altered  and  enlarged  so  as  to  be  suitable  for 
present  purposes,  and  perhaps  in  time  replaced  by  one  that  shall  be 
quite  as  good  as  School  No.  1. 

The  Franklin  avenue  property  was  offered  for  sale  by  its  owners, 
and  about  the  same  time  a  house  with  the  vacant  lot  adjoining  it 
were   offered  on  moderate  terms  for   the  school.     As  the  interest  on 
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the  money  was  no  greater  than  the  rent  paid  for  the  former  school 
building,  the  committee  was  authorized  to  purchase  the  property  and 
prepare  it  for  occupancy  in  the  autumn.  The  school  has  thus  been 
provided  for,  and  the  Managers  of  the  other  schools  congratulate 
the  committee  of  No.  6  on  their  prospect  of  increased  future  use- 
fulness. 

The  statistics  of  food,  clothing  given,  and  number  of  scholars  in 
each  school,  such  as  has  been  heretofore  embodied  in  the  annual  re- 
port, will  this  year  be  found  in  the  Manual,  in  an  appendix,  at  the 
close  of  the  Report. 

In  concluding  our  report  on  the  schools,  we  would  remark  that  in 
connection  with  them  severally  and  respectively  there  have  been 
formed  temperance  societies,  sewing  classes,  kitchen-garden  classes, 
prayer  meetings  and  mothers'  meetings.  Thus  under  various  forms 
they  cover  a  great  deal  of  ground,  and  exert  great  influence  for  good, 
such  as  no  report  could  possibly  express.  Like  the  dew  and  the  sun- 
shine they  are  silent  factors  that  help  to  ripen  the  fields  for  God's 
harvest  time. 

COUNTY  WARDS. 

At  time  of  writing,  April  ist,  there  are  seventy-nine  (79)  county 
wards  in  the  Home.  Since  April  ist,  1885,  there  have  only  been 
ninety-eight  (98)  placed  here. 

It  has  sometimes  happened  that  the  Commissioners  of  Charity 
have  sent  an  order  to  have  a  county  ward  who  could  not  read  placed 
out  at  service.  In  such  cases  the  Managers,  as  an  act  of  kindness  to 
the  child,  have  taken  its  name  off  the  county  roll,  and  supported  it  in 
the  Home,  on  the  charity  of  the  Association,  as  they  have  a  right  to 
do.  Thus,  without  coming  into  conflict  with  the  official  acts  of  the 
Commissioners,  they  have  borne  the  burden  of  the  child's  sup- 
port themselves,  in  the  humane  desire  to  reserve  for  the  child  the 
only  opportunity  it  may  ever  have  to  learn  to  read. 

SOCIETY    FOR    PREVENTION    OF    CRUELTY    TO 
CHILDREN. 

The  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  has  placed 
several  of  their  rescued  little  ones  in  this  Home  during  the  past  year. 
Some  of  these  have  been  sent  as  county  wards,  and  others  tempora- 
rily placed  here  pending  the  trial  of  their  parents  or  guardians. 
•  This  Society  is  doing  an  excellent  work  among  the  outcast  chil- 
dren of  drunken   and  depraved  parents,  and  the   Managers  of  this 
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Association  are  glad  to  do  their  share  by  receiving  these  rescued 
children. 

INDENTURED  CHILDREN. 

Four  children  have  been  indentured  during  the  past  year.  These 
have  good  homes  and  are  doing  well.  Seven  others  have  been 
placed  in  equally  good  homes,  but  for  various  reasons  have  not  been 
indentured. 

A  lame  boy  who  had  been  looking  for  work  for  some  time  past, 
found  in  the  summer  an  excellent  place  in  Sag  Harbor,  L.  I.  We 
hear  that  he  is  doing  well. 

Another  boy  entirely  friendless  and  almost  blind,  was,  by  the 
efforts  of  some  of  the  ladies,  placed  in  the  New  York  Asylum  for  the 
Blind,  where  we  hope  he  may  learn  some  trade  by  which  he  will  be 
enabled  to  earn  a  living. 

THE  FAIR. 

The  Fair,  held  in  December  last,  was  comparatively  a  successful 
one,  the  amount  raised  being  greater  than  that  of  the  previous  year. 
The  kindness  of  friends  was  abundantly  manifested  in  the  gifts  made 
to  the  various  departments  in  refreshments,  groceries  and  fancy 
articles  ;  and  the  ladies  would  hereby  express  their  appreciation  of 
such  expressions  of  sympathy  on  the  part  of  their  friends.  Many 
persons  have  spoken  of  it  as  an  unusually  brilliant  Fair — the  Mana- 
gers certainly  tried  to  make  it  so. 

It  might  be  well  to  state  here  that  when  these  Fairs  were  first  held, 
many  years  ago,  for  the  benefit  of  this  work,  it  was  said  that  no  large 
amount  of  money  could  be  raised  without  raffling.  But  the  members 
of  this  Board  as  Christian  women  took  a  decided  stand  against  that 
form  of  gambling,  and  voted  at  one  of  their  meetings  that  there  should 
be  no  money  raised  in  that  way  with  their  knowledge  and  consent, 
even  though  they  might  be  financially  the  losers,  as  was  predicted 
they  would  be.  The  result  has  vindicated  their  course  and  disproved 
these  predictions.  Since  that  time  the  fairs  have  been  more  success- 
ful financially  than  they  were  before.  They  require,  perhaps,  more 
real  hard  work  and  persistent  energy  to  carry  them  on,  but  the  ex- 
perience of  all  these  years  has  shown  that  the  managers  took  a  step 
in  the  right  direction,  and  that  they  have  public  sentiment  with  them 
in  this  matter.  We  regret,  as  we  said  in  our  last  annual  report,  the 
necessity  of  having  to  raise  funds  by  this  means,  but  it  seems  inevit- 
able, for   even  with    the   amount  raised  in  this  way,  there  is  barely 
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sufficient,  under  the   strictest  economy,  to  meet  the   bills  incurred, 
as   reference  to  the  report  of  our  excellent  Treasurer  will  testify. 

An  entertainment  was  kindly  given  last  winter  by  Mrs.  J.  Brown 
Potter  for  the  benefit  of  this  charity.  It  was  not  only  financially 
successful,  but  was  highly  applauded  by  the  large  and  appreciative 
audience  who  crowded  the  Atheneum  to  witness  it. 

SEWING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Sewing  Committee,  has  a  most  laborious  task  in  cutting  and 
fitting  the  garments  needed  for  the  children  in  the  Home.  Without 
the  assistance  which  has  been  gratefully  received  from  those  not  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  the  work  could  scarcely  have  been  accomplished. 
To  the  sewing  societies,  who  have  kindly  lent  their  aid,  the  Mana- 
gers wish  to  return  thanks.  Among  these  they  recognize  the  service 
of 

The  Friends'  Employment  Society  of  New  York  for 1,200   garments. 

Christ  Church  Sewing  Society,  Brooklyn,   for 282  " 

St.  Ann's  Church  Employment  Society,  Brooklyn 220  " 

St.  George's  Society,  Brooklyn, 186  " 

Sewing  Society,    Flatbush 50  " 

Many  ladies  have  taken  work  to  their  homes,  and  others  have  paid 
for  the  services  of  a  seamstress  at  the  Home.  Miss  E.  Thurston,  so 
long  a  Manager  and  one  most  highly  valued  by  the  Board,  has  ren- 
dered much  assistance  to  the  committee  in  this  way,  as  has  also 
Mrs.  Chauncey  E.  Low.  To  Mr.  Dixon,  of  Westcott's  express,  the 
ladies  wish  to  return  thanks  for  conveying  all  the  parcels  free  of  charge 
from  the  Home  to  the  Friends'  Employment  Society  of  New  York. 

The  children  from  the  Home  have  attended  the  Sunday-schools  of 
the  following  churches  :  Grace,  M.  E.;  Memorial,  Presbyterian;  St. 
John's,  Protestant  Episcopal  ;  and  Seventh  Avenue,  Baptist.  They 
have  been  most  kindly  invited  to  be  present  at  all  the  celebrations  and 
share  in  the  entertainments  given  in  these  schools. 

They  have  attended  service  at  the  Church  of  Christ,  Sterling  place, 
having  been  kindly  invited  to  do  so  by  the  minister  of  that  church, 
who  has  shown  much  interest  in  their  spiritual  welfare. 

The  Managers  hereby  desire  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  means 
of  religious  instruction  thus  afforded,  and  for  the  kindness  with 
which  on  all  occasions  these  children  have  been  received. 

During  the  past  summer  some  little  girls  in  Flatbush  held  a  Fair 
at  the  residence    and  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  J.  D.  Prince  in 
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order  to  obtain  funds  to  enclose  the  plot  at  Greenwood  Cemetery 
belonging  to  the  Home.  They  raised  $435.  Of  this  amount  $215 
was  appropriated  for  the  burial  place  in  Greenwood.  Some  of  the 
older  sisters  and  friends  of  these  little  girls  had  some  years  since 
erected  a  monument  and  placed  granite  posts  at  the  corners  of  the 
lot.  By  this  present  effort  the  work  has  been  completed  ;  the  spot 
no  longer  presents  a  neglected  and  desolate  appearance,  but  all  that 
could  be  desired  has  been  done  to  make  it  neat  and  tasteful.  The 
remainder  of  the  money  has  been  placed  in  the  bank  to  be 
held  in  reserve  for  the  building  fund  of  the  Home  wing.  This, 
together  with  a  sum  still  on  hand,  amounts  to  $245,  to  be  held  until 
needed  for  that  purpose. 

Since  our  last  Annual  Report  we  have  lost,  by  death,  from  this 
Board,  Mrs.  E.  M.  Reid,  of  Christ  Church.  Although  she  had  been 
a  manager  but  a  short  time,  yet  her  interest  in  the  work  made  her  a 
beloved  and  valuable  member.  A  memorial  gift  has  been  made  to 
the  Home  by  her  mother  to  testify  to  the  love  her  daughter  mani- 
fested for  this  cause. 

The  death  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Claflin  has  also  deprived  us  of  a  highly 
esteemed  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  this  Board  and  a 
generous  contributor  to  the  work. 

More  recently  still,  the  death  of  Mrs.  H.  Webster  has  taken  from 
School  No.  1,  a  member  who  was  among  the  first  to  work  upon  that 
committee.  She  labored  there  long  and  faithfully,  being  ever  ready 
to  contribute  her  full  share,  whether  by  advice,  by  personal  labor 
among  the  children,  or  by  financial  aid,  to  advance  the  interests  of 
this  school.  Up  to  the  time  of  her  death  this  was  her  favorite  work, 
and  the  new  school-room,  the  completion  of  which  gave  her  much 
pleasure,  contains  many  substantial  evidences  of  her  interest  in  and 
love  for  this  school. 

The  Managers  again  recognize  the  kindness  of  the  children  in  the 
Sunday-school  of  Aurora,  N.  Y.,  in  continuing  their  annual  con- 
tribution of  $50  for  the  support  of  a  child  in  the  Home. 

To  the  counsel  of  the  Board,  J.  C.  Smith,  Esq.,  and  to  his  son,  Mr. 
Alexis  Smith,  who  has  acted  for  the  Board  as  Notary,  the  Managers 
wish  to  express"  their  thanks  for  professional  services  rendered  gra- 
tuitously through  this  as  through  many  years  past. 

We  thank  the  many  friends,  not  on  the  Board  of  Managers,  who 
have  worked  for  us  and  with  us  as  members  of  this  Association,  who 
have  helped  us  both  with  donations  in  money,  and  gifts  equally  use- 
ful, and  who  have  in  many  ways  contributed  to   the  comfort  and  the 
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pleasure  of  the  children.     We   feel  grateful  for  the    encouragement 

that  comes  thus  through  various  channels,  showing  that  we  have  with 
us  the  sympathy  of  the  Christian  people  of  Brooklyn. 

In  the  management  of  this  Board  all  the  Protestant  denominations 
are  represented.  We  expect  no  less  from  these  churches  than  that 
each  manager  bring  to  this  cause  the  prayers  of  that  church  of  which 
she  is  a  member,  so  that  the  work  may  be  done  in  the  fidelity  and 
wisdom  of  Christian  womanhood,  in  the  atmosphere  of  prayer,  and 
with  that  spirit  of  consecration  which  may  make  it  acceptable  to 
Him  in  whose  name  and  under  whose  guidance  it  was  begun.

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Extracts  From  Reports  of  Teachers  and  Visitors. 


School  No.  i. 

The  children  of  this  school  had  their  Christmas  dinner  December  23d.  Before 
ten  o'clock  several  of  the  ladies  on  the  School  Committee  arrived  to  dress  the 
Christmas-tree.  At  twelve  o'clock  the  children  assembled  in  the  school-room. 
Some  time  was  given  them  to  admire  the  tree,  and  then  they  sang  several  pieces, 
and  a  minister  who  was  present  made  some  remarks,  which  they  seemed  to  appre- 
ciate. After  this,  they  all  went  to  dinner,  which  consisted  of  turkey,  potatoes,  tur- 
nips, cranberries  and  a  dessert  of  pies.  While  the  children  were  enjoying  this  nice 
dinner  the  tapers  on  the  tree  were  lighted  up,  and  the  children  gathered  around  it 
for  a  general  distribution  of  the  presents.  The  little  girls  received  dolls  ;  these 
were  given  by  one  of  the  ladies  of  the  School  Committee.  The  boys  received 
jumping-jacks,  pop-guns  and  reins  with  bells  on  them.  These  gave  great  satisfac- 
tion. The  larger  girls  and  boys  received  books,  also  given  by  one  of  the  ladies. 
Besides  these,  every  child  received  a  bag  of  candy,  an  orange  and  an  apple.  They 
all  looked  smiling  and  happy.  The  money  that  purchased  the  candy  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Ducker.     One  lady  gave  oranges,  and  another  a  barrel  of  apples. 

Most  of  the  children  like  to  attend  school.  One  girl  said  to  me  :  "  Time  seems 
so  short  at  school — I  do  not  know  where  it  goes."  "  Yes,"  said  another,  in  reply, 
"  I  had  to  stay  at  home  yesterday,  and  the  day  seemed  so  long." 

One  bitter  cold  day  a  girl,  about  ten  years  old,  came  and  asked  me  to  admit  her, 
but  she  was  so  uncleanly  that  it  was  not  proper  to  admit  her  with  the  other  children. 
All  her  clothing  had  been  wet  and  was  frozen  stiff.  I  had  just  then  no  second- 
hand clothing  to  give  her  ;  I  could  not  take  her  into  the  school  in  that  condition, 
so  I  had  to  send  her  home.  I  told  her  to  make  herself  as  neat  as  she  could  and 
then  return.  She  did  not  come  back  for  a  week,  but  since  that  time  she  has  come 
regularly.  She  does  not  even  know  her  alphabet.  I  suppose  that  the  warm 
school-room  and  the  dinner  is  all  the  comfort  she  has  in  the  day.  I  know  there 
are  many  children  in  the  school  who  are  similarly  situated — all  the  warmth  and 
comfort  they  get  through  the  cold  winter  days  they  get  in  the  school. 

Speaking  of  the  nice,  new  school-room,  the  teacher  says  :  "I  hardly  know  how 
to  express  my  satisfaction.  We  have  no  more  cold  fingers  or  cold  feet.  Such 
satisfaction  comes  over  their  faces  as  they  enter  the  door  and  take  their  places  with 
a  look  of  content.  I  think  I  enjoy  it  as  much  as  the  children,  after  alt  the  years  of 
cold  winters  and  hot  summers  in  the  old  building.  Still,  there  are  many  pleasant 
memories  hanging  about  that  old  school-room." 

A  lady  has  given  us  a  splendid  black-board,  painted  on  the  wall,  twenty-five  feet 
long  and  three  feet  high.     It  is  a  very  great  convenience. 

School  No.  2. 

About  seventy-five  of  the  scholars  attended  the  Fair  on  the  first  day.  They 
seemed  to  enjoy  it  greatly,  and  conducted  themselves  with  reasonable  propriety. 
We  would  mention  a  pleasing  incident  which  occurred  at  the  Fair  and  gave  the 
children  great  pleasure  :  Mr.  Martin  purchased  a  large  number  of  rich  and  beautiful 
cakes  from  one  of  the  tables  at  the  Fair  and  presented  them  to  this  school.  All  the 
children  were  supplied  with  cake  in  abundance,  and  it  lasted  fully  two  days. 
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A  bundle  of  excellent  clothing,  together  with  toys,  picture  cards  and  other  nice 
things,  were  kindly  sent  by  Miss  Thurston  to  the  children. 

The  ladies  on  the  School  Committee  provided  an  excellent  Christmas  dinner  for 
all  the  pupils  of  this  school,  which  gave  great  satisfaction,  and  helped  to  make  the 
Christmas  season  a  very  happy  one  for  them. 

The  ladies  on  the  School  Committee  have  sent  a  great  deal  of  clothing  which 
has  helped  to  make  the  children  comfortable  through  the  winter.  There  were  also 
sent  gifts  of  toys,  books,  ribbons,  etc.  ;  the  children  looked  much  pleased  to  see 
these. 

Many  of  the  children  have  been  very  sick  ;  scarcely  a  family  but  has  had  more  or 
less  sickness.  Scarlet  fever,  whooping-cough,  diphtheria  and  measles,  in  some  of 
the  families,  have  obliged  us  to  dismiss  many  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  who  were 
inclined  to  continue  coming,  lest  these  diseases  might  spread  among'the  rest.  This 
has  made  the  attendance  small  at  certain  times. 

When  the  mothers  go  out  to  wash,  some  of  the  children  have  to  stay  at  home  to 
take  care  of  the  younger  ones  ;  but  even  the  very  little  children  are  sometimes 
brought  to  school. 

Many  of  the  children,  indeed  most  of  them,  are  very  poor.  A  family  of  children 
recently  entered  the  school  who  came  from  a  home  of  extreme  poverty  beyond  the 
city  limits.  The  father  had  deserted  them;  the  mother,  who  is  a  very  delicate 
woman,  earns  what  she  can  to  support  her  five  little  ones.  They  all  live  in  a  miser- 
able, tumble-down  house  beyond  Greenwood.  The  children  come  gladly  and  reg- 
ularly to  the  school  ;  they  enjoy  the  comfort  of  a  warm  room,  and  are  very  glad  to 
get  their,  dinner. 

Another  family  of  Germans  were  deserted  by  the  father.  The  mother  was  left 
in  a  very  weak  condition,  having  been  beaten  and  badly  treated  by  her  wretched 
husband.  It  is  a  great  relief  to  her  to  have  her  children  fed  and  clothed  in  the 
school. 

Another  family  of  six  children,  the  father  an  Italian,  the  mother  English,  re- 
joice in  being  allowed  to  attend  the  school.  They  left  London  but  a  short  time 
ago,  and  being  strangers  here,  they  find  it  difficult  to  obtain  employment.  The 
mother  is  in  bad  health  and  looks  delicate.     The  school  is  a  great  boon  to  them. 

School  No.  3.— Home  School. 

The  past  month,  December,  has  been  rather  an  interrupted  one,  owing  to  the 
Fair  and  Christmas.  The  children  were  in  a  great  state  of  excitement  all  the  week 
before  Christmas  ;  each  one,  no  matter  whether  he  had  any  friends  or  not,  expect- 
ing a  present  and  making  the  most  extravagrant  wishes  for  Santa  Claus  to  carry  out. 
They  seemed  to  get  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  from  the  wishing  for,  though  they 
did  not  get  the  "  doll  that  could  walk  and  talk,"  and  the  roller  skates  and  the  sled, 
etc.,  etc.,  yet  they  seemed  just  as  well  pleased  with  the  books,  kaleidoscopes  and 
candy  which  they  received  from  their  respective  Sunday-schools.  Some  of  the  boys 
were  given  very  nice  books  as  a  reward  for  good  lessons  during  the  past  year,  but 
all  are  content  with  what  was  given.  The  Nursery  children  had  a  tree,  and  though 
the  older  children  did  not  get  any  gifts  on  the  tree,  they  helped  with  the  singing, 
and  took  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  little  brothers  and  sis- 
ters. 

3 
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Report  of  Home  School  for  February,  1886. 

During  the  past  month  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  children  have  been  under  in- 
struction in  this  school  ;  at  present  there  are  one  hundred  and  eightyTnine. 

I  told  the  older  children  that  unless  they  could  tell  me  the  dates  of  George  Wash- 
ington's birth  and  death,  I  should  not  give  them  a  holiday  on  the  22d  of  February  ; 
at  the  same  time  I  said  that  they  might  use  the  histories  of  the  first  class  or  find 
out  in  any  other  way  they  chose.  Of  course,  George  Washington  was  the  name  on 
every  one's  lips  for  the  time,  and  not  only  was  the  date  of  his  birth  and  that  of  his 
death  learned,  but  his  age  at  death,  how  old  he  would  have  been  had  he  lived  until 
1886,  how  many  years  he  had  been  dead,  etc.,  etc.  On  the  Friday  before  the  holi- 
day I  asked  those  who  had  obtained  the  desired  information  to  raise  their  hands, 
and  was  surprised  to  see  the  result  ;  nearly  every  hand  was  raised,  and  all  were 
eager  to  tell.  Those  who  could  not  read  had  asked  the  care-takers  and  older 
brothers  and  sisters  to  read  or  tell  them  all  they  knew  on  the  subject,  and  we  all 
agreed  that  the  holiday  had  been  fairly  earned. 

I  am  often  asked  the  question,  generally  by  those  who  have  never  visited  the 
"  Home,"  "  Are  the  children  happy  ?  "  I  wish  some  of  the  interrogators  could 
look  in  upon  us  or  read  some  of  the  letters  I  correct  for  the  children,  they  would 
not  need  any  other  answer.  One  little  girl  writes  to  her  uncle  :  "  Mamma  wants 
to  take  me  out  of  the  '  Home,'  and  put  in  baby  ;  I  don't  want  her  to  do  it  ;  I  am 
so  happy  here,  and  baby  won't  know  the  difference,  he  is  so  little." 

School  No.  4. 

Thanksgiving  day  rolled  around  again  and  with  it  the  kind  friend  who  visited  us 
last  year.  We  were  very  glad  to  see  him.  He  had  not  forgotten  to  bring  a  great 
turkey  and  plenty  of  good  things  with  him  for  the  little  ones  of  No.  4,  who  could 
have  no  turkey  at  home. 

Over  twenty-five  children  enjoyed  a  dinner  prepared  in  the  Reading  Room 
through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Wadsworth,  who  personally  arranged  and  beautified 
the  table  so  that  the  children  uttered  exclamations  of  delight  upon  beholding  it 
Miss  W.  presented  each  one  with  a  badge  upon  which  was  a  printed  text,  which 
they  read  at  the  table. 

I  must  mention  one  thing  which  gave  me  very  great  pleasure  and  gratification. 
The  boys  were  all  invited  to  a  smoke  after  dinner  and  a  very  pressing  offer  it 
was  ;  but  not  one  boy  responded  or  showed  the  slightest  wish  to  indulge  even  in  a 
whiff  of  a  delicious  cigar.  But  when  a  box  of  olay  pipes  and  a  large  bowl  of  soapy 
water  was  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  room  they  did  not  need  a  second  invitation  ; 
and  I  think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  that  was  the  most  enjoyable  smoke  they  ever 
will  have.  I  felt  proud  of  my  boys  of  No.  4,  for  I  remember  many  boys  who,  on 
entering  the  school,  could  not  refrain  from  smoking  any  old  stump  of  cigar  they 
chanced  to  find  in  the  street. 

The  visitor  went  to  see  a  child  who  was  kept  from  school  by  sickness.  She 
found  the  family  had  no  fire.  The  mother  said  that  when  the  sun  came  in  the  room 
she  did  not  build  up  a  fire,  saving  the  little  coal  she  had  to  use  when  the  sun  had 
left.  The  father  had  had  a  broken  ankle  and  had  been  for  that  reason  without  work. 
Another  family,  who  were  very  poor  and  in  want  of  food,  had  been  relieved  by  the 
Diet  Dispensary.  The  father  in  another  family  had  been  killed  while  at  work  in  a 
factory.  They  were  very  poor.  The  mother  was  washing,  she  was  without  shoes 
or  stockings.     The  visitor  gave  her  a  coal  ticket,  but  she  used  it  for  shoes. 
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The  children  had  a  very  pleasant  Christmas  entertainment  in  the  school  ;  they 
received  candies,  cakes  and  fruit,  and  pretty  scripture  cards.  All  who  had  been  to 
the  school  for  a  year  received  a  present  of  a  pair  of  stockings  each.  A  nice  Christ- 
mas cake  was  presented  to  the  teacher  by  one  of  the  ladies.  The  teacher  says  of 
this  occasion:  "  I  have  attended  many  such  gatherings  where  children  were  delighted 
with  their  gifts,  but  I  never  saw  such  a  satisfied  group  as  these  were  on  that  day. 
Several  followed  me  to  my  door  saying,  "  This  is  the  best  day  I  ever  had,  Teacher." 

The  sewing  class  covered  over  forty  of  the  books  in  use  in  the  school,  not  only 
for  the  better  preservation  of  the  books,  but  it  taught  the  children  a  lesson  in  neat- 
ness. The  stormy  winter  weather  often  keeps  the  children  at  home  ;  this 
causes  the  little  ones  great  disappointment,  for  they  miss  their  dinner.'  Sometimes 
in  such  cases  the  parents  or  the  older  children  come  to  ask  ^  for  something 
to  take  home  to  them  if  there  is  anything  left  after  dinner.  Some  of  the 
children  have  been  kept  home  to  pick  cinders  to  keep  their  poor  homes  warm. 
It  is  pleasant  to  see  how  they  enjoy  the  hot  stew  served  daily  this  cold  weather, 
and  to  know  that  they  have  at  least  one  sufficient  meal  every  day.  In  one  of  the 
poor  families  here,  a  five  year  old  child  was  so  weak  as  to  be  almost  helpless  for 
want  of  food.  She  was  provided  for,  and  the  rest  of  the  children  were  taken  in 
school  and  made  comfortable.  Shoes  are  in  great  demand,  also  material  for  the 
sewing  class. 

School  No.  5. 

Everything  in  Mrs. 's  house  indicates  poverty,  but  one  can  discern  through 

all,  the  evidences  of  Godliness  in  the  order,  cleanliness  and  neatness  of  her  rooms. 
The  mother  told  me  that  if  they  had  to  buy  their  wood  and  coal  they  could  not 
make  ends  meet.  I  asked  how  they  got  coal;  the  reply  was,  "All  through  the 
summer  we  pick  coal  and  store  it  for  winter's  use." 

We  have  children's  prayer  meetings,  which  have  brought  the  children  under  reli- 
gious influence.  Some  of  the  scholars  have  professed  a  love  for  the  Saviour,  and 
at  least  two  conversions  have  been  most  encouraging.  Most  of  them  also  attend 
on  Thursday  the  Marcy  avenue  chapel. 

Owing  to  the  kindness  of  some  of  our  managers,  a  number  of  the  homes  repre- 
sented in  our  school  were  made  happy  on  Thanksgiving  day  by  becoming  the  recip- 
ients of  baskets  filled  not  only  with  some  of  the  necessities  of  life,  but  also  with 
some  of  the  delicacies  to  which  their  tables  are  strangers.  Aside  from  this,  fifteen 
or  twenty  of  our  children  were  invited  to  attend  a  Thanksgiving  dinner  in  the 
neighborhood,  where  about  fifty  children  were  well  supplied. 

The  second  Friday  afternoon  in  the  month  witnessed  quite  a  transformation  scene 
in  our  school  room.  The  seats  usually  occupied  by  the  children  were  occupied  by 
their  mothers.  The  desk  was  removed  from  the  platform  to  give  place  to  a  well- 
filled  table  of  refreshments.  Many  of  our  Board  of  Managers  were  present, 
and  also  a  number  of  other  ladies  actively  interested  in  the  Industial  School  Work. 
The  exercises  were  opened  by  reading  of  the  Scripture  and  prayer,  and  then  one 
of  the  ladies  made  an  address  to  the  mothers  present,  urging  them  to  train  their 
children  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  After  this  refreshments  were  served  ;  then 
considerable  hand-shaking  took  place,  and  a  German  song  was  sung  by  the 
mothers.  They  returned  to  their  homes  highly  delighted  with  their  entertainment, 
and  they  will  probably  talk  for  a  long  time  about  the  pleasant  time  they  had  at  the 
11  Mothers'  Annual  Tea  Meeting." 
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Want  of  work  has  brought  suffering  to  many  a  household,  and  there  has  been 
much  sickness  among  our  children.  One  morning,  one  of  my  boys  and  his  little 
sister  came  to  school  very  late.  When  questioning  the  boy  as  to  the  cause  of  his 
tardiness,  he  seemed  very  reluctant  to  answer,  but  finally  said,  "It  was  so  cold  that 
Mamma  didn't  want  us  to  come  (they  live  quite  a  distance  from  the  school), 
but  afterwards  she  said  we  must  come  so  that  we  could  have  some  dinner." 
This  is  a  family  who  have  seen  better  days,  and  it  was  not  an  easy  matter  for  the 
boy  to  acknowledge  that  they  were  without  food  and  without  means  for  obtaining 
it.  This  case  coming  to  the  notice  of  our  ladies,  they  made  up  a  purse,  which  con- 
siderably lessened  the  distress  of  the  family. 

The  first  Friday  of  the  month  was  a  happy  day  for  the  children.  Most  of  the 
school  duties  were  set  aside  for  the  day.  Singing  and  general  exercises  took  up  a 
large  part  of  the  morning.  At  noon  they  received  their  Christmas  dinner.  At  one 
o'clock  they  returned  to  the  school  room  where,  during  their  absence,  the  ladies  had 
trimmed  a  tree  for  them.  To  most  of  the  children  the  tree  was  a  surprise,  but  it  was 
none  the  less  welcome  to  those  who  knew  what  to  expect.  Each  child  received  a 
box  or  bag  of  candy,  an  orange  and  a  book,  or  toy  of  some  description.  Most  of 
the  toys  were  donated  by  the  children  of  the  East  Congregational  Church.  The 
distribution  of  the  dolls  donated  by  Mr.  Zimmerman  brought  to  light  quite 
prominently  the  maternal  instincts  of  our  litttle  girls.  Some,  when  starting  for 
home,  even  went  so  far  as  to  attempt  to  wrap  their  shawls  or  cloaks  around  "Dolly" 
and  go  without  themselves.  There  were  nearly  if  not  quite  twenty  ladies  present 
on  this  occasion. 

The  "  Try  Company  "  of  School  No.  5  is  now  of  sufficient  size  and  importance 
to  mention.  It  was  organized  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  November.  Dur- 
ing the  past  month  we  have  been  able  to  add  to  our  numbers  every  week.  We 
meet  from  three  to  four  o'clock  Wednesday  afternoons.  The  children  sing  and 
read  or  recite  pieces  of  their  own  selection.  Thus  far  they  have  selected  well.  To 
become  a  member  of  the  "  Company  "  a  child  must  show  that  he  or  she  is  trying 
to  do  their  best  in  performing  their  school  duties.  Those  in  the  Company  who 
grow  careless  are  expelled,  and  must  regain  their  former  standing  before  being  re- 
admitted. A  child  who  is  guilty  of  falsehood  cannot  be  admitted  to  the  Company 
without  one  week  of  trial.  One  who  is  a  member  of  the  Company  and  found  guilty 
of  falsehood  is  expelled  and  must  stand  a  trial  of  two  weeks. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  want  to  relate  a  little  incident  which  occurred  last 
week  and  amused  me  at  the  time.  I  wished  to  send  a  boy  to  the  house  of  one  of 
our  ladies,  and  asked,  giving  her  name,  who  knew  where  she  lived.  One  of  the 
girls  answered  :  "  Oh,  I  know,  I  know  ;  she  is  my  dressmaker  !  "  The  child  meant 
that  it  was  the  lady  who  had  provided  her  with  clothing. 

Two  little  girls  came  to  school  one  morning  bringing  wriththem  a  little  sister  not 
three  years  old.  They  wanted  to  know  if  she  might  remain  and  have  the  dinner, 
for  they  had  had  no  breakfast  and  there  had  been  no  food  in  the  house  the  day 
before,  and  it  made  baby  so  cross. 

We  have  in  our  school  a  boy  who  is  generally  liked  ;  he  has  been  one  whom  we 
could  trust,  for  there  has  been  so  much  in  him  that  was  noble.  One  of  his  faults, 
however,  that  of  smoking,  has  been  growing  very   serious.     One  day  after  having 

talked  with  him  in  regard  to  it,  he   said  :     "  Miss   B ,  I   have  tried  to  stop 

smoking,  and  I  just  can't."     I  saw  that  he   was   having  a  battle  with  himself,  and 


offered  him  a  small  reward  if  at  the  end  of  three  weeks  he  could  say  he  had  not 
smoked.  I  felt  sure  I  could  believe  what  he  told  me.  He  passed  the  three  weeks 
successfully.  I  then  said  :  "  Charley,  there  is  one  thing  that  I  wish  you  to  promise 
me."  He  said  :  "  I  know  what  it  is,  you  want  me  to  tell  you  the  first  time  I 
smoke,  and  I  will."  Nearly  four  more  weeks  passed,  when  one  day  he  came  and 
told  me  that  he  had  smoked.  A  woman  had  given  him  a  cigarette,  provided  a 
match,  and  as  he  had  previously  purchased  cigarettes  at  her  store,  she  no  doubt 
thought  she  had  revived  his  love  for  the  weed,  and  would  thus  add  a  trifle  to  her 
amount  of  sales.  Charley,  however,  only  partly  smoked  the  cigarette,  and  leaving 
the  store,  threw  it  away  and  has  not  smoked  since.  I  know  that  now  he  is  praying 
earnestly  for  help.     In  the  last  few  weeks  I  believe  that  he  has  become  a  Christian. 

Mrs.  Estey,  the  lady  who  so  kindly  entertained  a  number  of  our  girls  at  her 
home  in  Brattleboro,  has  visited  the  school.  While  in  the  city  she^  made  arrange- 
ments to  have  each  of  her  twenty-five  girls  presented  on  Christmas  morning  with 
a  pair  of  good  shoes,  also  a  package  of  candies  and  other  articles.  I  am  told  by 
my  assistant  and  the  Matron  that  upon  the  day  that  Mrs.  Estey  called,  both  in  the 
school-room  and  in  the  dining-room,  the  children  behaved  beautifully. 

A  number  of  families,  represented  by  our  school,  received  turkeys  for  their  Christ- 
mas dinner.  A  gentleman  interested  in  the  distribution  of  the  turkeys  visited  the 
school  one  morning  and  certain  children  were  summoned  to  the  desk  and  told  to 
call  at  the  Matron's  home  for  packages.  The  expression  which  came  into 
their  faces  when  told  what  these  package  contained,  was  amusing  and  inter- 
esting. One  boy  of  nine  years  had  been  set  to  perform  a  task  which  he 
thought  too  difficult,  and  at  which  he  had  been  working  very  lazily,*  but 
the  word  "turkey"  was  very  inspiring.  He  returned  to  his  seat,  saying, 
"  I've  only  got  a  little  of  my  work  done,    but    I'm  just  going  to  hurry  up  now  ;  " 

and  he  did.     Another  child  said,    "  Who  told  Mr.  to  send  a  turkey  to  our 

house  ?" 

During  the  month  a  liberal  donation  of  dolls,  hats  and  hoods  has  been  received 
from  Mr.  Zimmerman's  fancy  goods  establishment. 

Our  school  closed  Wednesday,  the  twenty-fourth,  to  re-open  January  the  fourth. 
When  I  announced  to  the  children  that  there  would  be  no  school  the  following 
week,  I  expected  a  unanimous  rejoicing  on  their  part  ;  but  one  little  girl  ventured 
to  say,  "  I  would  rather  come  to  school  than  stay  at  home,"  and  others  joined  her, 
expressing  the  same  desire.  How  much  is  implied  in  these  remarks  as  to  the  dis- 
comforts they  realize  in  their  homes. 

The  Chairman  of  this  Committee  in  planning  her  work  says  :  A  Day 
Nursery  for  the  benefit  of  the  working  mothers  and  older  girls,  who  are  now 
often  kept  at  home  to  care  for  the  little  ones,  or  are  obliged  to  bring  them  to  school, 
a  hindrance  to  themselves  and  an  added  care  to  the  teacher, — an  Industrial  Class 
for  the  boys,  where  they  can  be  taught  some  useful  employment,  and,  for  the  time 
being,  kept  from  the  streets, — these  are  but  two  of  the  plans  for  the  future,  but 
even  these  will  require  a  fuller  consecration  of  time  and  means  to  the  service  of 
Him  who  has  already  wrought  so  much  for  us  ;  but  we  believe  that  what  has  been 
done  for  the  few,  can,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  be  done  for  the  many,  and  that  in 
11  saving  the  children,  the  world  will  be  saved."

School  No.  6. 

TDne  family,  of  which  the  children  had  been  attending  this  school,  were  found  in 
such  a  wretched  condition  that  complaint  was  made  to  the  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Children.  As  the  officers  could  not  secure  an  eye-witness  to 
their  mother's  drunkenness,  she  was  discharged.  She  is  a  desperate  fighting  charac- 
ter and  her  neighbors  have  not  the  courage  to  appear  against  her.  Her  husband 
was  sent  to  the  Penitentiary,  but  she  is  the  worst  of  the  two,  and  should  have  been 
sent  there  herself  before  her  eldest  children  were  driven  to  ruin  by  her  example. 
She  has  been  seen  lying  drunk  in  the  hall  of  the  house  she  formerly  occupied,  while 
her  household  goods  were  set  in  an  open  lot  near  by.  There  are  other  children 
here  in    this  school  whose  parents  are  no  more  to  them  than  this. 

A  lad  of  thirteen  years  old  filled  fifteen  large  baskets  of  provisions,  and  went 
with  these  in  a  wagon  from  house  to  house,  distributing  the  contents  among  the 
most  destitute  families.  He  received  many  thanks  and  blessings  for  a  thoughtful 
kindness  so  unusual  in  boys  of  that  age.  One  poor  widow  sank  on  her  knees  be- 
fore the  basket  was  opened,  and  thanked  God  for  this  answer  to  her  prayer. 

A  reward  of  a  doll  was  given  by  Miss  Childs  to  a  little  girl  who  stood  at  the  head 
of  the  class  for  the  longest  period  of  time.  This  prize  was  earned  with  much  labor, 
as  the  child  has  no  mother,  and  she  has  the  care  of  her  younger  brother,  and  keeps 
house  for  her  father  as  best  she  can. 

Many  applications  for  admission  to  the  school  are  refused  because  our  benches 
are  so  crowded.  Our  school  is  composed  chiefly  of  small  children,  as  we  continue 
to  send  one  after  another  of  our  larger  pupils  to  the  public  schools  as  soon  as  they 
could  be  admitted,  so  as  to  make  room  for  the  most  needy  of  the  applicants.  We 
learn  that  some  of  the  children  thus  sent  have  been  promoted.  I  give  them  all 
the  encouragement  I  can.  Five  of  our  new  scholars  are  former  pupils  who, 
having  returned  to  the  neighborhood  and  not  having  attended  any  school 
since  they  left  ours  a  year  ago,  seem  to  be  so  grateful  and  to  appreciate 
their  comfortable  school  room  and  their  dinner.  The  children  are  now  clean 
and  comfortably  clad.  Mrs.  Ruland  purchased  one  dozen  back  combs  for  the 
older  girls  to  encourage  them  to  keep  their  hair  smooth  and  nice.  The  new 
dresses  are  kept  comparatively  clean  with  the  aid  of  the  gingham  aprons  which 
they  wear  during  school  hours. 

Our  temperance  lessons  have  now  commenced.  They  continue  to  be  interesting 
and  instructive.     They  are  given  by  young  ladies  from  the  Temperance  Union. 

We  also  hold  a  weekly  Mothers'  meeting,  which  was  attended  last  week  by  sixty- 
two  mothers — the  parents  of  others  besides  the  school  children  being  invited. 

Twelve  of  our  most  destitute  children  was  sent  by  the  visitor  to  enjoy  a  "  Rob- 
bins' dinner  "  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Woodward,  Clinton  avenue.  They  were  so 
happy  they  tried  to  outdo  each  other  in  their  description  of  all  they  saw  and  re- 
ceived. If  the  giver  of  all  these  good  things  was  as  happy  as  the  recipients,  his 
joy  must  have  been  full  to  overflowing. 

A  family  containing  three  children  was  put  out  of  their  house  in  the  storm  ;  they 
were  on  the  sidewalk  in  all  the  rain.  Mrs.  Wm.  Howard  and  Mrs.  Manning,  of 
Clinton  avenue,  succeeded  in  getting  shelter  and  fire  to  warm  and  dry  them.  In- 
temperance was  the  cause  of  their  poverty. 

Another  case  moved   our   sympathy.     The  parents  drank  too  much   beer,  and 
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quarreled,  the  mother  getting  a  good  beating.  She  took  their  three  little  ones  into 
a  neighbor's.  On  returning  she  found  that  her  husband  had  sold  all  they  had  and 
had  gone  off  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  leaving  her  penniless. 

A  few  days  since,  in  speaking  of  the  power  and  strength  of  our  Lord,  and  that 
He  was  able  to  protect  His  little  ones  in  all  places,  etc.,  one  of  the  little  girls  asked: 
"  Is  He  stronger  than  Samson  who  threw  down  the  pillars  of  the  church  ?  "  The 
children  seldom  fail  in  preparing  a  new  verse  every  morning,  which  we  encourage 
them  to  study  at  home. 

In  January,  eighty-three  of  our  scholars  did  justice  to  a  well-prepared  Christmas 
dinner  of  stewed  chicken,  turnips  and  potatoes,  and  a  dessert  of  apple  and  pump- 
kin pie.  The  managers  presiding  over  this  felt  fully  repaid  in  witnessing  with  what 
eagerness  the  children  participated  in  this  treat.  A  pleasant  talk  by  Mrs.  W. 
Howard  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  singing,  and  Bible  recitations  followed  ;  some  short 
speeches  by  little  ones  of  four  and  five  years  old  created  considerable  merriment. 
After  this  Mrs.  Howard  was  called  upon  to  distribute  the  contribution  of  toys, 
books,  cards,  etc.,  which  we  received  for  the  second  year  from  the  German 
Evangelical  Sunday-school,  also  contributions  through  Miss  M.  Woodward,  from 
Miss  Davis'  private  school  on  Dean  street,  also  books  for  prizes  from  Mrs.  J.  C. 
Hoagland  (through  Mrs.  W.  Howard)  and  from  Miss  Grundy  and  Mrs.  Williamson. 
The  largest  toys  were  reserved  for  future  prizes. 

Nine  prizes  were  awarded  for  regular  attendance  and  general  excellence  ;  five  of 
these  were  handsome  books  to  older  pupils.  A  handsome  toy  to  three  smaller 
ones,  and  a  large  sled  was  given  to  a  boy  of  eight  years,  which  he  merited  by  punc- 
tual attendance  and  excellent  behavior  since  his  admission  six  months  ago. 

If  the  donor  of  these  gifts  could  have  witnessed  the  sparkling  eyes  of  each  little 
child  as  he  or  she  received  their  small  gifts,  how  the  little  girls  hugged  their  dolls, 
and  with  suppressed  emotion  said  "  thank  you,"  they  would  have  been,  we  know, 
fully  repaid  for  their  cheerful  giving. 

Through  the  kind  efforts  of  Miss  White,  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Temperance  Union, 
twenty-four  of  our  larger  girls  are  being  instructed  weekly  in  the  ' '  Kitchen-Gar- 
den." They  are  furnished  with  everything  complete,  and  a  committee  of  ladies 
are  in  readiness  to  proceed  with  a  year's  instruction.  The  children  are,  of  course, 
delighted,  and  we  anticipate  glowing  results  from  this  helpful  teaching  ;  they  re- 
ceive their  instruction  at  the  Industrial  Restaurant  on  Lexington  avenue.
